REMARKS 

During prosecution of the two parent applications Serial No. 09/269,490 and 
10/371,894, U.S. Patents 4,743,890; 4,945,339; 6,157,301 and 6,166,636 were either cited by 
the Examiner or presented in an Information Disclosure Statement. Also, European 
0,121,649; 0,316,81 1 were made of record along with GB 2,140,099, WO 90/03652 and an 
article by Tokuyoshi and an article by Wieser et al. Copies of the two articles, the 
International Publication , the British Publication, the two European Publications and the four 
U.S. Patents are attached herewith for the Examiner's review. The corresponding German 
application had a search report dated June 23, 1998, which in addition to citing the above- 
mentioned European, WO and US Patent 4,945,339 also cited German 3545647, which is the 
basis from which US. Patent 4,743,890 claimed priority. A copy of the Office Action as well 
as the German reference are also attached herewith for the Examiner's review.
